The  Horicon  National  Wildlife  Refuge  is  one  of 
America’s  great  remaining  waterfowl  marshes.  It  is  a 
shallow,  peat-filled  lakebed  gouged  out  by  the  Wisconsin 
Glacier  thousands  of  years  ago. 

Starting  in  1940,  the  State  of  Wisconsin  began  acquir- 
ing land  in  the  southern  third  of  the  marsh.  The  following 
year,  the  U.S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  started  acquiring 
the  northern  two-thirds. 

Horicon  Refuge  is  managed  primarily  as  a migration 
stopover  point  for  Canada  geese  and  as  a duck  production 
area.  Wetland  restoration,  water  level  controls  and  other 
management  practices  have  benefited  many  other  species 
of  birdlife  including  coot,  gallinules,  egret,  great  blue 
heron  and  many  smaller  birds.  Numerous  wild  animals 
make  their  home  in  the  refuge.  Muskrats  are  abundant  and 
foxes,  raccoons,  skunks,  opossums  and  white-tailed  deers 
are  frequently  seen  by  visitors  to  the  area. 


^'NeiriSairy  Plant  Security  Rule 

The  Wisconsin  Department  of  Agriculture  has  drafted 
and  published  a new  dairy  plant  security  rule,  Chapter 
Ag.  8.  Effective  July  1,  1967,  it  gives  plants  until  July  1, 
1968  to  meet  the  minimum  financial  requirements  as  the 
bases  for  licenses. 

This  rule  interprets  and  clarifies  the  State  Dairy 
Plant  Security  Law,  Section  100.06,  Wisconsin  Statutes. 
You  will  find  below  a group  of  questions  and  answers  on 
this  new  plant  security  program. 

1.  What  is  Wisconsin's  so-called  dairy  plant  security 
program? 

It  is  a state  law  (Section  100.06,  Wis.  Stats.).  It 
also  includes  a new  regulation,  Ag.  8,  which  was 
recently  developed  by  the  Department. 

2.  When  was  the  law  enacted? 

In  1939.  It  has  remained  substantially  the  same 
since  that  time.

NEW  DAIRY  PLANT  SECURITY  RULE 

3.  What  is  its  purpose? 

To  help  assure  that  farmers  delivering  milk  to  Wis- 
consin dairy  plants  get  paid. 

4.  Is  it  a guarantee  of  farmers’  milk  checks? 

No.  An  absolute  guarantee  would  require  that  a bond 
or  definite  security  be  filed  to  cover  the  full  amount 
of  farmer  liability  at  all  times  at  all  plants. 

5.  Who  is  affected  by  the  law? 

All  dairy  plants  licensed  under  Section  97.04  Wis. 
Stats.,  and  who  purchase  milk  from  farmers. 

6.  Are  cooperatives  exempt? 

No.  Each  cooperative  required  to  be  licensed  and 
which  buys  milk  from  farmers  is  required  to  meet  the 
provisions  of  the  law. 

7.  How  can  plants  qualify? 

A plant  may  qualify  on  the  basis  of  its  financial 
strength  as  shown  by  its  financial  statement,  or 
file  security  equal  to  75%  of  its  maximum  due  and 
accrued  producer  liability. 

8.  When  are  CPA  statements  required? 

Any  plant  that  wishes  to  qualify  on  the  basis  of  a 
financial  statement  is  required  by  Ag.  8 to  file  a 
statement  certified  by  a certified  public  accountant. 
A CPA  statement  is  not  required  if  the  plant  files 
acceptable  security  in  the  required  amount. 


9.  What  is  a certified  financial  statement? 

Ag.  8.01(15)  “‘Certified  financial  statement’  is  a 
financial  statement  prepared  by  an  independent  cer- 
tified public  accountant  or  a public  accountant  hold- 
ing a certificate  of  authority  under  Chapter  135,  Wis. 
Stats.,  and  certified  by  him  as  fairly  and  accurately 
representing  business  operations  and  financial  con- 
dition of  the  dairy  plant  business  for  which  the 
statement  is  rendered.” 

10.  What  is  the  minimum  financial  standard  for  plants? 

Plants  must  show  on  a certified  financial  statement 
a ratio  of  current  assets  to  current  liabilities  of  1.25 
to  1.00  and  a net  worth  not  less  than  35%  of  total 
assets.  (See  Ag.  8.06). 

11.  What  type  of  security  is  acceptable? 

A dairy  plant  trusteeship  or  cash  or  its  equivalent 
as  set  forth  in  Ag.  8.06(3). 

12.  How  does  a trusteeship  operate? 

A trusteeship  is  a special  arrangement  under  state 
law  whereby  money  from  sale  of  product  is  turned 
over  to  a bonded  trustee  and  who  is  required  to  pay 
farmers  before  other  operating  expenses  are  paid 
from  the  receipts  of  sale  of  dairy  products.  (See 
Section  100.06(2)  (b)  and  Ag.  107). 

13.  What  is  the  purpose  of  the  new  regulation  Ag.  8? 

To  better  set  forth  the  type  and  character  of  finan- 
cial information  filed  and  to  set  forth  a minimum  and
